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Decision For Lyndon B. Johnson 


One day soon the new President of the 
United States must make a decision as 
No. I man in the Democratic party. It will 
have heavy bearing on his responsibilities 
as chief executive of the United States. 
Will he expose himself as party leader 
to the same hazards that finally caught 
up to his martyred predecessor? Or will 
he widen the margin of security that 
surrounds all presidents but was not wide 
enough to save the 
life 
of 
President 
Kennedy? 
In the 19th century, our chief execu­ 
tives had little, often no, protection. In 
the 20th century, after the assassination 
of President McKinley, more precautions 
were taken. But, significantly, they were 
taken against presidential will. 


CALVIN COOLIDGE 
liked 
to p l a y 
games with his Secret Service protectors, 
to throw them off the track. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was a special security problem 
because of his paralysis. His wartime pen­ 
chant for “inspection” trips in open cars 
were worrisome. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower exposed him­ 
self to extreme hazard on trips to for­ 
eign countries, where his security was 
the responsibility of his hosts. President 
Kennedy was fond of mingling in crowds. 
Why do presidents risk their safety? 
Why don’t they do what their Secret 
Service guards want them to do? 


Because they are politicians as well as 
presidents. 
President Kennedy was 
starting 
his 
1964 campaign. He had been in Florida 
and then had gone to Texas. He lost 
Florida in 1960 and was in danger of los­ 
ing Texas in 1964. He wanted to be seen 
by as many Texans as possible. The 
Democratic party was in turmoil. He was 
on a fence-mending expedition. 


IF SECRET SERVICE prevailed, 
no 
president of the United States would ride 
in an open car through city streets, min­ 
gle with crowds at airports, make a 
speech from an open-air platform. But 
the Secret Service will not prevail—not 
while presidents need votes. 
President Johnson 
has 
given 
h i s 
guards some bad moments while they 
were watching over him in the vice pres­ 
idency. He will have to decide how he 
intends to proceed from this point for­ 
ward. 
Neither he nor the Secret Service need­ 
ed to be reminded that in this country of 
tenously repressed violence all of us are 
at the mercy of whatever killer 
may 
have made the fateful decision to end our 
lives. 
The question is how long the 
odds 
against the potential killers of presidents 
should be. Presidents, themselves, make 
the decision. 


Wall Street Confidence 


The financial community expresses its 
politics In terms of shares, rather than 
ballots. 
The initial reaction of the New York 
Stock Exchange must be taken as a sturdy 
vote of confidence in the presidency of 
Lyndon B. Johnson. The Dow-Jones indus­ 
trial average climbed a record-breaking 
32.03 points on Nov. 26, and on the follow­ 
ing day the market appeared steady. 
The U.S. government bond market was 
firm on the first trading day of the John­ 
son presidency. The business community 
apparently believes a Johnson administra­ 
tion will be friendly, just as it believed-- 
perhaps to its disadvantage in the case of 
this year’s tax bill—that the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration was hostile. 
The market turned up after the assas­ 
sination of President McKinley and after 
President Wilson’s collapse. 
After the 
death of President Harding in 1923. it held 
strong, and then rose, only to fall again. 
The Immediate upturn after President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s cerebral hemor­ 
rhage might have been anticipated, as 
might the 32-point plunge after President 
Eisenhower’s heart attack. 


THE STOCK MARKET is expected to 
anticipate political trends and discount 
them. Here’s how the market has re­ 
acted In 16 presidential election years 
since the turn of the century: 


Before conventions: Up 7 times; down 
6 times; little change 3 times. 
Between conventions and elections: Up 
8 times; down 4 times; little change 4 
times. After elections: Up 9 times; down 
7 times. 
On the day following the election of 
President Kennedy three years ago, Nov. 
9. the gain was only slight. But the m ar­ 
ket scored that year’s biggest rise to date 
on Nov. IO. 
Viewed with a wider range, over a year 
after the election, the New York Stock Ex­ 
change rose after the election of four 
Democrats (Roosevelt twice; 1932, 1944; 
Truman, 1948; Kennedy, 1960) and fell 
after the election of three Democrats (Wil­ 
son, 1916; Roosevelt twice, 1936-40). 
In the case of five G.O.P. victories, stock 
market prices rose twice (Coolidge. 1924; 
Hoover, 1928) and fell twice (Harding, 
1920; Eisenhower, 1956). A year after the 
first election of President Eisenhower, the 
market showed little change. 
The market seems less Republican-ori­ 
entated than it is generally believed to 
be. In all candor, there is little accounting 
for its movements, which Bernard Baruch 
has likened to “the migrations of birds or 
the mass performances of whole species 
of ocean eels.” 
Analysts appear to agree that the sell­ 
ing on the Friday of the assassination was 
by the panicked public; the buying on 
Tuesday was by professionals. 


For Scientific Achievement 


One of the early excuses for getting 
Washington back into a mood of contro­ 
versy will be Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer’s 
possession of the $50,000 Fermi award, 
which he received Monday from the hands 
of President Johnson 
The bestowal had been scheduled f o r 
the late President Kennedy, who was be­ 
lieved to welcome a chance of offset the 
stigma placed on Dr. Oppenheimer when 
he was found to be a security risk and 
suspended from Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion work in 1953-1954. 
That was a raging, red-hot controversy 
while it lasted, replete with charges that 
intimidated the friends of Dr. Oppenheim­ 
er, who was accused of sympathy w i t h 
Communist organizations and who admit­ 
ted that he had made foolish associations 
because of his personal lack of political 
sophistication.

“On that day <November 28)

“On this Thanksgiving Day, 
as we gather in the warmth of 
our families, in the mutual love 
and respect which we have for 
one another, and as we bow our 
heads in submission to divine 
providence, let us also thank 
God for the years that He gave 
us inspiration through His serv­ 
ant, John F. Kennedy. 
“Let us today renew our dedi­ 
cation to the ideals that a r e 
American.

Chief Justice Warren, in his 
comment on the assassination of 
President Kennedy, declared it 
was “a result of the hatred and 
bitterness that has been inject­ 
ed into the life of our nation by 
bigots." And he said in conclu­ 
sion. “ May God protect our na­ 
tion in this hour of crisis.” 
While people generally will 
wish to see hatred and bigotry 
eliminated from community life. 
they will also recognize t h a t 
such a Utopian mood will n o t 
come unless school children, as 
well as grown-ups. are more 
deeply imbued with the Golden 
Rule mentioned in the Bible and 
the spirit of conciliation which 
is so necessary to solve

Bishop Mussio’s Due Back 
Thursday After Vatican Trip 


I will be home in Steuben­ 
ville late Thursday evening, 
leaving Rome at IO 30 a m. and 
arriving in New York at 1:30 
p.m. In this, my final report on 
the second session of the Vati­ 
can Council, I would like to 
speak of several things. 
I have read in some news­ 
papers reports that the Council 
is lagging Other news reports 
speak of a behind - the - scene 
struggle for power in the Coun­ 
cil. 
Let me say again that the 
power of the C o u n c i l rests 
where the mind of the bishops 
are. The voting shows that the 
Council bishops are going into 
the 20th and 21st Centuries with 
every modern means to make 
the truth known and understood. 
The opposition numbers about 
50. The remainnig bishops are 
not confused, are not school chil­ 
dren confused by a change of 
working in the schemata. They 
are sharp, practical men. Any­ 
thing that comes before t h e 
Council which they do not like, 
goes back to committee to be 


revised, changed reworded to 
express exactly their thoughts. 
This has happened to several 
schemata. 
The problem is that the ma­ 
chinery of the Council is not 
adequate to meet the demands 
of time. There are 2,400 bishops 
in Council, each with the right 
to speak. It is a delicate prob­ 
lem how to cut time and yet 
preserve the rights of the bis­ 
hops. Slowly a system is being 
worked out, whereby we can 
quicken the action. 
This can be done by giving 
moderators of the assembly the 
power to cut off those who re­ 
peat, to call a close to debate 
when in their judgment they 
think the matter has been fully 
covered. Then they can call for 
a vote to see if the assembled 
bishops agree with their de­ 
cision. We can go faster but we 
wish to progress prudently. 
The Council fathers have been 
discussing the subject of ecu­ 
menism. I believe this schema 
is one of the finest expresions 
of true religious thought in this 


or any previous c e n t u r y of 
Christian living. Here we find 
the deepest meaning of that 
charity which is Christ Himself, 
expressing itself in a universal­ 
ity of understanding, helpful­ 
ness and mutual respect which 
alone is the key to our being 
true brothers in the Lord. 
The schema on ecumenism 
will not be a bouquet of pretty 
words! It will not be a patch 
of meaningless pl a t i t ude s ! 
Truth will not be splintered or 
concealed because of politics or 
pressure. 
We cannot expect our non- 
Catholic brethren to see us as 
we want to be seen unless we 
declare our respect for all who 
conscientiously follow what they 
consider to be God’s will in their 
behalf. 
It is this true concept of re­ 
ligious liberty which gives us an 
effective oneness. I believe this 
subject will be passed by an 
overwhelming majority. What 
is being written into this sub­ 
ject will give support to the po­ 
sition of 
American 
bishops. 
Against our efforts have stood 
the statements of some ecclesi­ 
astics of old as well as some 
shoddy pages of our history of 
dealing with others. 
But this is the Church speak- 


! ing today. We want the world to 
hear the voice of the Council 
son ecumenism. We want men 
I to know that we are their ser­ 
vants in love for all that will 
bring to them the peace, the 
security and the hope of and 
| in Him who made us all chil­ 
dren of the Family of God. 
The Council will give to each 
Christian a deep satisfaction in 
knowing that he is living what 
his Christ preaches . . . love 
and reverent understanding for 
men everywhere.

dressing the club at its noon 
luncheon meeting in the Trav­ 
elers Hotel. 
“The history of forestry is a 
history of exploitation,” Beede 
asserted, explaining that th e 
first export product of the ear­ 
ly settlers was pine and oak for 
ships of the British Navy. 
The e a r l y pioneers found 
dense forests a “nuisance” to 
their fanning endeavors, Bee­ 
de said. “No one thought the 
supply inexhaustible, and th e 
man who could cut and burn the 
most trees was a hero then,” 
be added. 
As the settlers moved west­ 
ward, the practice of cutting 
trees went along, and s o o n 
such varieties of trees as the 
white pine were exhausted, he 
continued. 
He described the value of a 
forest cover. 
“Forest cover means much to 
an area from the standpoint of 
soil and water conservation, re­ 
creation, esthetic value, a n d 
shelter and food for wildlife,” 
Beede said. 
It acts as a “great sponge” 
to hold rainfall and allow it to 
flow gradually to springs and 
rivers. Without the cover of de­ 
caying leaves and branches, the 
forest cover acts as a “t i n 
roof” and the water runoff is 
rapid, 
causing erosion 
a n d 
floods, he pointed out. 
The cover in forests can hold 
14H inches of water. But much 
is being or has been destroyed, 
and each year 500,000 tons of 
top soil is washed into our riv­ 
ers, he said. He described for­ 
est cover as a “vast chemical 
laboratory” where one-celled or­ 
ganisms thrive on vegetation. 
How can the forests be pre­ 
served “Perpetuation of a con- 
tinous supply of wood w o u l d 
meet all other considerations of 
recreation and water conserva­ 
tion,” Beede declared. “T h i s 
won’t happen tomorrow, but we 
have an obligation to those who 
come after us,” he said 
He mentioned that only 5 per 
cent of the timber used in Ohio 
actually is produced in Ohio to 
indicate how the state's forests 
have been dissipated. 
The s p e a k e r also brought 
along for display samples of va­ 
rious wood grown in the area of 
his farm in Elkton.

Judge Installs Device 
Red Light Blinks In Court 
To Remind Of Auto Toll 


Every 12 minutes while Mu­ 
nicipal Court is in session, a 
bright red light blinks on the 
desk of Judge Samuel M. Cher- 
toff. 
The unique signal is th e 
judge’s way of reminding per­ 
sons in his court — particularly 
those cited for violation of auto 
laws — that there is a traffic 
accident 
somewhere 
in 
the 
United States every 12 minutes 
that leads to the death of a 
driver, passenger or pedestrian. 
The judge placed the signal in 
use for the first time in the 
c r i m i n a l court session this 
morning. Ironically, no traffifc 
offenders were before him. 
Electrician Fred Kane install­ 
ed the signal yesterday after­ 
noon. The 100-watt bulb is en­ 
closed in a glass case that is 
supported by a short m e t a l 
standard bolted to the top of the 
desk. 
Wiring leads to an electrical 
connection underneath the desk. 
It is connected with a button 


that allows the judge to flash 
the signal. 
He said he expects to install 
an automatic timer to flash the 
light as soon as he can find one 
at an economical price. 
Judge Chertoff said similar 
traffic reminders are used by 
Cleveland Municipal Court and 
other municipal courts in the 
far west. 
When taking the bench t hi s 
morning, the judge explained 
the purpose of the new signal. 
Rapping his knuckles against 
the top off the desk, he said: 
“ I’m knocking on wood — we 
have had no fatalities in East 
Liverpool this year. I am pray­ 
ing that the record will contin­ 
ue.’’ 
The judge's service has been 
marked by a crusade against 
t r a f f i c violators, particular­ 
ly drunken drivers. 
“ When I went on the bench 
four years ago I said if I could 
save one life I would feel I had 
clone a good job,” he s a i d 
“ That policy is continuing.”

In Search For COP Nominee 
Kennedy Death May Put 
Ike Into Political Scene

WASHINGTON AP)-The po- 
litical upheaval caused by the 
assassination of President Ken­ 
nedy may project former Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower actively Into 
the search for a 1964 GOP presi­ 
dential nominee. 
Eisenhower 
has disclaimed 
any desire to become a king­ 
maker. But associates who have 
talked to him since Kennedy's 
death say the former president 
recognizes that the Republican 
situation has changed so rapid­ 
ly as to invite efforts to get the 
kind of moderate candidate he 
believes can win. 
Eisenhower has opposed pub­ 
lic discussion of political mat­ 
ters at this time. He was re­ 
ported to have suggested it 
might ba well for Republicans 
to preserve an air of bipartisan­ 
ship longer into the new year 
than they had planned by post­ 
poning a series of scheduled 
Jan. 39 closed-circuit television 
fund-raising dinners. 
With his treasury bare, how­ 
ever, national chairman Wil­ 
liam E. Miller ruled that the 
dinners will go on as scheduled. 
Eisenhower, Gov. 
Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York, Sen. 
Barry Coldwater of Armona and 
former Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon are to be among the 
speakers. 
Before Kennedy's death, the 
Republican nomination scram­ 
ble was developing rapidly into 
a two-man 
contest 
between 
Coldwater and Rockefeller. It 
was a poorly kept secret that Ei­ 
senhower didn’t view this pros­ 
pect with any enthusiasm, but 
there wasn't much he could do 
about it. 


The death of Kennedy and the 
elevation of Lyndon B. Johnson 
to the presidency c h a n g e d 
things. Coldwater 
supporters 
had figured their man had a 
chance of beating Kennedy by 
carrying the South and some of 
th* more conservative states in 
the Midwest and West. Now he 
would be facing a Texas presi­ 
dent with an image more con­ 
servative than Kennedy’s. 
If Coldwater decides to get 
into the race—and there now is 
some doubt that he will — it 
probably would take him time to 
work up the same head of 
steam against Johnson that he 
maintained in flailing away at 
Kennedy’s policies. 
The substitution of Johnson 
for Kennedy weakened Coldwa­ 
ter’s position 
in 
the 
South, 
where he was strongest Ordi­ 
narily the Democratic change 
would have been expected to 
help Rockefeller, promising Re­ 
publicans a better chance of 
carrying New York. 
But even some of the gover­ 
nor’s supporters concede pri­ 
vately that his political fortunes 
do not seem to be recovering 
from his divorce and remar­ 
riage. 
In such a situation there is a 
feeling that if Eisenhower and 
his friends of the National Re­ 
publican 
Citizens 
Committee 
can find a suitable candidate in 
the next couple of months the 
way would be open for the type 
of buildup that made Wendell 
T. WiUkie the nominee in 1940 
Nixon, of course, remains in 
the forefront of possible con­ 
tenders. While he has praised 
Nixon as well qualified, the im­ 
pression remains that Eisen­ 
hower would rather turn to an­ 
other for the 1964 race.

ANSWER: If by flying, you mean the ability to rise in 
the air as a bird can, the answer is no But if you include the 
ability to glide down through the air from a higher position 
to a lower one, the answer is yes. Our upper picture shows 
the fascinating "Flying Dragons" of Malaysia, small lizards 
with large flaps of skin stretched between ribs which can 
be extended to allow them to sail down to some lower part 
of the trees in which they live. The “ wings" are orange with 
black bars and the “ dragons" really look more like large 
butterflies. These animals are the closest thing to a present 
day flying reptile. 
The bottom picture shows a remarkable creature which 
lived between 150 and 60 million years ago—the Pteranodon, 
one of a group of now extinct soaring reptiles called Ptero­ 
saurs or Pterodactyls Pteranodon' was a giant, with a wing 
spread up to 25 feet. The wings were webs of skin stretched 
from the arm to a greatly enlarged fourth finger and back 
to the body. Some experts think they scooped up fish. Others 
think they couldn’t fly well enough to do this and believe 
they lived in trees

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Bringing Up A Family

Child Shouldn't Enter Stores Alone 


Yesterday we deplored th e 
prevalence of shoplifting in stor­ 
es by children. Today let us 
consider ways to bring up your 
c h i l d so 
he won’t be a 
shoplifter. Be­ 
gin with t h e 
t o d d l e r , 
teaching him 
proper care of 
his things and 
other 
things 
about 
th e 
home. 
From 
then on, edu- Dr. Garry Meyers 
cate him to respect the rights 
and possessions of others, mak­ 
ing sure to teach and train him 
early and continuously to re­ 
spect the little word No. 
When your child two, five or 
14 goes into a store with you, 
train him not to touch or han 
die anything there unless invit­ 
ed by the clerk to do so or 
unless he is helping you decide 
on a purchase. 


GET OVER TO him early a 
strictly enforced rule — that he 
shall never enter a store alone 
or with another child just to 
browse. Check on him often en 
ough to be sure this rule is not 
violated. 
The first time, and always 
thereafter, you see him with 
some article, however small or 
inexpensive, which he has not 
bought, go with him to return 
it to the owner and make or 
let him see you make amends. 
Don’t tell him to return the 
Item alone. You can’t be sure 
he will. If the article is return­ 
ed to a store, your being with 
the child impresses on him and 
the store owner how serious you 
consider the matter to be. 
If, however, a storekeeper re­ 
ports to you that your child has 


taken something from his store 
and the child insists he did not 
take it, also go with your child 
and let him say so to the own­ 
er. 
Your child then can see why 
the storekeeper believed he took 
the article, especially if he was 
with another child who has been 
caught taking something. 
Even if you are convinced 
that your child is not guilty, 
you must point out to him that 
if he was in that store without 
a purpose to buy things and 
was handling things there, he 
was doing wrong. 


RIGHT THEN and there com­ 
mand the child not to enter this 
or any other store just to brow­ 
se for a designated period un­ 
less accompanied by a respon­ 
sible older person. Also, you 
should say to the clerk, “If you 
see this child violating t h i s 
command, please let me know, 
and he will be duly punished’ 
Then keep your word. 
Long before he enters school, 
talk to your child about respec­ 
ting the possessions of others. 
Help him see that when he tak­ 
es things not his own without 
permission of the owner he is 
stealing; he is a thief. Certain­ 
ly by the time he is six he 
should understand this. 
Perhaps most parents try too 
hard to avoid the word “steal­ 
ing” or “thieving” when talk­ 
ing of such matters with the 
child.

“The idea of Isometrics is to 
work out a muscle by pushing 
and pulling against an immov­ 
able object such as a wall, or 
putting it against the opposi­ 
tion of another muscle. 


“THE BASIS IS the ‘over 
load’ principle of exercise phys­ 
iology — which holds that a 
muscle 
required 
to 
perform 
work beyond the usual intensity 
will grow in strength. And re­ 
search has been indicating that 
one hard, 6-to-8 second isomet­ 
ric contraction per workout can, 
over a period of six months, 
produce a significant strength 
increase in a muscle. 
For the first m o n t h you 
should exert only about one-half 
(rf what you think is your maxi­ 
mum force. Also, use the first 
three or four seconds to build 
up to the force — and the re­ 
maining four or five seconds to 
hold it. Hold the muscle con­ 
traction and do little breathing 
during it, but breathe deeply be­ 
tween contractions. 


NOW FOR SOME isometric 
exercises: 


NECK — Starting position: Sit 
or stand, with interlaced fin­ 
gers 
of hand 
on 
forehead. 
Action: Forcibly exert a for­ 
ward push of head while re­ 
sisting equally hard with hands. 
Starting position: Place inter­ 
laced fingers behind head. Ac­ 
tion: Push head backward while 
exerting a forward pull w i t h 
hands. Starting position: Place 
palm of left hand on left side 
of head. Action: Push w i t h 
left hand while resisting with 
head and neck. Reverse using 
right hand on right side of head.
